The Arkansas governor said Gore, a 16-year 
vctcruh of Congress, would be hi.s point man lor 
moving proposals on jobs, health care and ednc.i- 
tion through Congress in the first 100 days of a

ANCHORAGE. Alaska — The Alaska Court of 
Appeals on Friday threw out a misdemeanor convic- 
tion against the captain of the tanker Exxon yaldez.

of March 24. 1989. The rock ripped the ship’s hull 
open, releasing nearly 1 1 million galloms of North 
Slope crude oil into the water. 

The spill”— Ihe nation's worst — wreaked devas- 
tation on birds, fish and other wildlife and the thick 
oil coaled hundreds of miles of rocky shoreline. 

Airline found g uiltv of misconduct 

NEW YORK — Jurors decided Friday that Pan 
Am was guilty of willful misconduct in allowing a 
bomb to be smuggled aboard the jumbo jet that ex- 
ploded over LockcrbicrScotiand, killing 270 people.

Gaviria declared q state of emer- 
gency that will prevent bail, at least 
until a five-member constitutional 
court decides whether a state of 
emergency really exists. Tlic decision 
is expected by Wcdne.sday. Although 
Gaviria’ did not specifically identify 
the Medellin cartel or any of its 
members, there was no doubt that the 
order was aimed at (he cartel. 

"This is iny duty as chief of state, 
and supporting me in This arc Colom- 
bia's 30 million people who look 
with horror" at the prospect of /ree- 
dom for the cartel leaders, Gaviria 
said in a nationally broadcast address.

Illegal dumping creates 
headaGhe-for-authorities 


MACKAY (AP) — John King 
lives ulwiil a mile from the Antelope 
Flat Sinkhole, south of Mackay. For

Every few yeah, the sinkhole col- 
lapses. making room for more 
garbage, and King wants the mess 
covered op or removed. 

Because it’s highly visible and 
easy lo get to. Antelope Rat has be- 
eomc a symbol of solid waste prob- 
lems facing stale and county govern- 
ments all over eastern Idaho. 

The Bureau of Land Mamlgciijeiu 

posted as an illcg.il dump and a haz- 
ardous area, but the state Division of 
Environmental Quality has to decide 
how. 

No one knows how deep Ihe sink- 
hole is or what is in il. The cleanup 
project could cost $30.(M)0. said 
BLM spokeswoman Ann Van Bii- 
ren. hut the money probably won't 
be available until next year. 

But illegal dumping is related to 
other problems. King and other Aii- 
tehipe Vallcj' residents have no trash 


renurvat soivice ami must haul 
garliage b> landfills in either z\rco or 
Mackay. a drive of .10 lo .'5 miles. 
Like oihci residents in remote areas 
with no garbage jiickup service. 
m.iny Aniolope Valley lainilics have 
traditionally used illegal dump sites, 
but the pr.iciice is tailing out ol ta- 
vor. King says. 

"It’s juM* like jKopIc llmiwing 
their trash out on the highxxay." he 
said. 

Kiiic savs there is no way t«i en- 
force 'the 'law on illegal dumping, 
and the lU.M knows this firsthand. 
'n... m M it.i-, iili’niilinl 1(17 illegal 
dumps on its land in easieni Idaho, 
with an estimated three to five limes 
that number sitiiew idc. said Karl 
Gebhanli. the stale h.i/:utlous waste 
coordinator. 

Illegal dumping is luribci compli- 
cated by the fact many c«>unties are 
iKing ftrrced to close landfills. 

"With the new regulations it will 
be hard id fiml anyplace lo h>cate a 
dump, let alone oper.itc one «n a 
county budget." saiil Custer Coimty 
Assc.s-sor Bob Savage.

She was to have faced 
Maty Sloncy of the United Stales on 
Friday, eight years after they collided 
during the 3,000-mctcr Olympic 


final. But Slancy withdrew Tljursday 
with a virus, 

Anti-apartheid protests Interrupted 
several track meets involving Budd 
in Britain during the mid-1980s, 
eventually causing her return to 
South Africa. Picterse pulled up 250 
meters from -the finish Friday, as 
Britain’s top 3.000-mctcr hope for 
the Barcelona Olympics, Yvonne 
Murray, won in 5 minutes, 43.49- 
seconds. 

Michael Johnson, ranked No. 1 in 
the world each of tiic post two years 
in the 400, ran the lOth-foslcst time 
ever; setting a Brilish all-comers' 
rccoid of 43.99.

Yugoslavs may play Olympics 


BELGRADE. Yugoslavia (AP) — 
Yugoslav athletes will enter the 
Olympic Games as individuals and 
compete under the neutral Olympic 
flag and anthem. 

The formula was accepted Friday 
by the. Yugoslav Olympic 
Committee, the International 
Olympic Committee, Barcelona 
organizers and the Spanish 
government. 

“This solution is the victory of the 
sports and the Olympic spirit over 
political -violence," Aleksandar 
Bakoccvic, president of the Yugoslav 


Olympic Committee, said. 

IOC director-general Francois 
Carrard said Yugoslav Olympic 
officials met a Friday deadline for 
replying to the plan. "It’s confirmed," 
Carrard said at IOC headquarters at 
Lausanne, SVitzerland. “The 
Yugoslav athletes will participate at . 
the Barcelona Games.': 

The arrangement ended weeks of 
uncertainty caused by United Nations 
sanctions against Yugoslavia, a 
former six-rcpublic federation now 
consisting of only Serbia and 
Montenegro.

NBC plans 
better coverage 


T’V watchers eye TripleCast with skepticism 


NEW YORK (AP) — Same 
network, different look. 

NBC. whose coverage of Ihe 
I9XK Summer Olympics in Seoul 
i got poor reviews and disappointing 
! ratings, is planning draniatic 
' changes this lime around in 
Barcelona. 

Tape instead of live. Bob Costas 
' instead of Bryant Gumbcl. More 

• .sports, less news. Fewer features, 
more action. New music, new 
graphics, even a new camera.

"I admire a lot of the things wo 
did in Seoul, but obviously we 
; think there is room for 
improvement,’’ says Dick Ebcrsol, 
i NBC Sports president since 19X9. 

' ’’We're not changing just for the 
: sake of change. We’re changing 
; because we want to present a 
; l«tier product," 

; Tlie biggest ciiiinge will be the 
taped telecasts. Because of the six* 

: liniir time diri'crence between 
; Barcelona and New York, virtually' 
: all of llie 161 hours of coverage 
will be prerecorded. Four years 

• ago. almost evcrytiiing was live 
from Seoul. 

The taped formal worked well 
for CBS at the Winter Olympics in 
France, and NBC hopes to 
duplicate . that success in 
Barcelona. 

"When you’re on tape, the 
ciriphasis is on the story instead of 
the results." Ebcrsol says. "A lot of 
! people will already know the 
; results when wc go on the air. So 
; wc’vc got to capture their attention 
■ by tiglitly editing the .action and 
turning it into a compelling story." 

To mainiuin suspcn.se — or the 
illusion of suspense — NBC won’t 
reveal llic results of an event 
before it is telecast. "Absolutely 
not." Ebcrsol .says. "Anybody who 
wants to find out the results before 
wc go on the air can do it very 
: easily. All they have to do is watch 
; CNN dr ESPN or call one of those 
1 sports-phone numbers.” 

I While viewers won’t gci resulls 
' right away, they won’t have to 
wail long for action each night. 


■"Williin 6>'"miiiules after we go 
on the air. you’ll he seeing 
Michael Jordan dunking or Carl 
Lewis jumping or some other 
athlete in action.’’ Ebcrsol 
promises. “We’reHo't going to 
waste a lot of lime wiili canned 
stories or advance buildup. We’ll 
give you the basic inforinalion you 
need and lake you right to the 
arena." 

NBC is going to use far fewer 
“up-close and personal" profiles in 
Durcolona than it did in .Seonl. 
■fL-oFicint’. them with stories on past 
Olympians mwl Olympic 
controversies. "We’ve got one on 
the U.S, haskelhall team that lost 
in Munich, one on Olga Korbut 
and another on Roy Robinson, one 
of the U..S. sprinters wiio .was 
disqualified fur showing up late 
for the lOO-melcr race in 1972," 
Ebcrsol says. "We’ve also got a 
piece on .swimmer Rick DeMoni. 
who lust itis gold medal because 
he took a banned medication for 
^asliima," . 

NBC created’Coniroversy in 
Seoul witli Its aggressive coverage 
of stories like tlie mini-riot at the 
boxing venue, llic Ben Johnson 
steroid' scandal and .the tensions, 
between North .ind South Korea. 

While the network remains 
committed to covering breaking 
news in Spain. Ebcrsol doesn't 
expect as many non-sports 
distractions this time. 

"I think these Games will be a 
pure sports celebration,’’ he says. 
“Nobody is boycotting, the .South 
Africans arc back for (he first lime 
since I960 and Germany is one 
nation again. Hopefully, wc can 
forget politics for a couple of 
weeks and just enjoy tlie sports.” 

One of the biggest siories will 
be ba.skciball’s Dream Team, the 
first group of NBA stars to 
represent the United Slates in the 
Olympics. Although the team, 
which includes Magic Johnson, 
Larry Bird and Michael jord-nn. is 
expected to breeze to the gold 
medal.

Former Jerome mayor balanced 
the budget with slot machines

JEROME - How do you pull a city out of debt and not raise taxe.s - 
or maybe even reduce them',’ 

Well, as a city official you could institute gambling in town and*'- 
allow your government lo pocket halfihe profit.s, 

Tliai's exactly whut fonner Jerome Mayor John W. Hosmun did - 
and managed to not only oil city government with the new-found 
revenue, but also a few city streets. 

Hosman, now 83 and still living in Jerome, was able to do it 
because being mayor than 40 years ago was a whole different matter 
than today, 

Back in 1947. the octogenarian pulled the city out of the.red, paid 
for n few pet projects and left office with the coffers full. 

During his six years in office, Hosman says he instituted some of 
the bigge.st improvements in town,.incIuding a new sewer system. 

And. he adds, those were just a few of liis goats. Hosman spent 
most of his life helping others and, in spile of failing health, is still 
doing so today. 

When lie look office in the mid-40s, Hosman says he found the city 
$60,000 in debt, and when be lef), he passed on a surplus of $80,000. 

Hosman did it by asking local businessmen - the owners of 
restaurants, service stations, smoke shops and pool halls — to place 
slot machines in their e.stuhlislinicnt.s. 

At the time, gambling was quasi-illegal - what Hosman calls a 
shady area in the law. But Hosman figured if Sun Valley could 
operate slots in town, Jerome cnuld as well. 

"Before putting the slots in, I called all the ministers together to sec 
what they thought." Hosman said. ‘They told me they didn't think wc 
should use that dirty money in Jerome. 

“But I just told them, 'Well, we're putting it in a dirty place,' and 
went ahead on the sewer project.” 

"We paid it off in my two terms n.s mayor. From then on wc did 
tilings on a. cash ^asis," Hosman recalled, “Wc reduced taxes during

A long lime ago, I met a man I have 
never been able to forget, a preacher 
destined to become a martyr in hjs 
homeland of Ethiopia. 

Ills name was Gudina Tumsii. who 
had been sent to the United Stales to 
•s(udy theology in prepamtion for the 
top leadership post in his eliureh, the 
Ethiopian livangelical l.ulhenm 
Church Mekane Yesu.s, 

Tum.sa came to Minnesota' to study 
at Luther Nonhwe.siem Seminary in 
St. Paul. I happened to be a student 
there, too, and the vice president of 
the .student' body. It was 'my duty to 
help raise money to pay living e.x- 
pense.s for ’I’um.sa and other foreign 
students. 

Tum.sa eamo to (own w ith one hlaek 
suit that amply eovered his lanky 
frame. I think he wore the same suit 
every day during his three years in die' 
United Slates. Me lived in a seminary 
dormitory, slept on a narrow bed, took 
his meals in the dining hall and al- 
ways presented a eontenled image, a 
demeanorof goodwill and wit. 

In spite of his limited lifestyle, 
Tumsa persevered and learned both 
English and Greek (as used in (he 
New Testament), completing the gru- 
eling three-year course and earning a 
master’s degree in theology. After 
graduation. Ciudina Tumsa returned to 
Ethiopia to become generrd secretary

of Mekane Yesiis. the lop post tn his 
denominalioii. 

Less than a dozen years after liiv 
gndiialion, Tumsa came up against 
the terrible Marxi.st regime of Mengis- 
lu 1 iaile Mariam, a hniial dtelator who 
terrorized the entire nalmn hut partic- 
ularly diurelies. 

In spite <if the oppresMvc measures 
against religion, the go\ eminent asked 
church leaders to pidiliely proclaim 
that the Marxist regime was not an en- 
emy of Christianity and that ciiurches 
were free to do (heir ministry without 
govemmem interference. 

rum.sa refused. In July Tmii- 
sa and his wife were abducted as they 
left an evening church service, llis 
wife, Tsehaye. spent 10 years in 
prison. Gudina Tumsa disappeared 
from the face of the Hartli. 

Tumsa’s disappearance heeamc a 
major ease for civil rights groups, 
such as Amnesty inlemalioiial. l-'or 13 
years, fuinsa's fate was not revealed, 
and tlie government insisted he was 


nnpnsoned but alive. 

I hen this April, his body was ex- 
humed from .1 govemmcnl compound 
in .-\ildis .-Xbaba. lithiopin. and I'umsa 
was declared ofllcially dead...Cause of 
death was li^lc<l as (onurc and s(r.in- 
gulalion. 

I’umsa is the only tnic martyr I’ve 
known personally. He wa.s not much 
different from other students who la- 
bored over theological studies during 
that lime. 1 Ic prohably sal in his room 
in the seminary donnilory looking at 
pieiures of his wife and children, ami 
he may have wept from loneliness. 

.At the sitme lime, one can imagine 
that he probahly hail some upprclicn- 
sioii about reuimiitg lo his homeland, 
knowing that he and the people oriiiir 
church would face govcmmeoi op- 
pression and a coniitiuous famine. As 
general secretary. riiins;i probably • 
llguied the buidens would fall on him 
the inoinetil he re-ciilcred (he Afrietin 
country. 

} wonder if people have an inner 
sense that they will soinedtiy be ntur- 
tyrcil for a great cause. Marlin Luther 
King Jr. expected Ins life lo end al the 
haiids of others, i wonder if Gudina 
i’umsa harbored the same fears for his 
life as he worked to relieve sulTering 
in I'.lhiopia. 

In my mind, one thing .seems cer- 
tain: I'nie martyrs do not choose their 


lot. It falls tipon them in the satne way 
that great suffering crushes entire na- 
tions. Muriyrdom is something to be 
endured, bnivcly. if possible, and al- 
ways with dignity. 

Here in North Aincricti. we have 
few modem martyrs, men and women 
who arc willing lo walk to their deaths 
for a compelling cause. But all over 
the. world, in Asia. Eastern Europe, 
Africa. Centr-il America and South 
America, literally thoasands of men 
and women are dying at the hands of- 
other human beings for faith, freedom 
and justice. 

Most of them arc sustained by one 
ihiitg. an intcn.se faith that compels 
them to work for a better, mure just 
world. Religion docs not mtike mar- 
tyrs. it props them up for the long haul 
into sutTcring and death. 

"Oppression makes martyrs. Tyrants 
drive men and women lo ntartyrdmn, 
Religion is the Inilm that comfort.s 
them and the force lh:it drives them 
forward into eternity. 

So. I bid'a final farewell lo an old 
friend. Rest peacefully. Gudina, my 
brother. I'm glad yon are safe in the 
hands of God.

See if you can spot why South's 
reasoning was flawed and how he 
shouId.havc-madc.his slam. - ... 

South ruffed the second club and 
cashed his trump king to draw the 
f' opposing trumps. Next came the 
heart a'cc an<i a heart. to dummy's 
Jack and East’s queen — down one 
* before he even got started. It wasn't 
over. Elast exited safely In hearts 
and -South still had to try the dia- 
mond finesse. Fortunately this 
worked and he paid off only 100 
points. How and why should South 
have made hb slam? 

It b true that the heart finesse 
was just as likely to work as the dia- 
mond finesse. However, had the 
heart finesse worked, there would 
still have been a need to finesse in 
diamonds. The same did not neces- 
sarily hold true in diamonds. 

South should first lead dummy's 
diamond, queen to finesse in dia- 
monds. ^t covering and South 
winning. South then cashes hb dia- 
mond jack and ruffs a diamond, hit- 
ting the jackpot when West's 10 
drops. Now South's diamond nine 
provides fpr.a heart discard In dum- 
my. and there b no need to take the 
heart finesse. 

Don't overlook those intermedi- 
ate cards. Often they -make the dif- 
ference tKtween victory and defeat.
